Proof  coins,  currency  and  commemoratives  seem  to  be  rising  the  most 
rapidly  at  present  with  most  bringing  close  to  listed  values  and  a great  number 
bringing  even  more.  Many  are  rising  from  month  to  month  with  a number 

“just  not  obtainable."  The  coins  most  in  demand  will  have  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  bidders  and  with  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  working,  these  coins 
* keep  setting  new  records. 

Occasionally  a collector  writes  us  asking  why  our  estimated  values  in  some 
instances  are  higher  than  the  catalog  listing.  This  occurs  when  the  demand  is 
so  great  and  the  supply  so  small  that  new  records  are  set  whenever  these  coins 
come  upon  the  market.

The  estimated  prices  are  entered  only 
after  careful  examination  of  the  results  obtained  ;n  our  past  sales  which  reflect 

the  actual  and  not  theoretical  value.  In  the  final  analysis,  you,  the  collector,

Since  the 
1916-1924  dates  were  raised,  the  dates  were  the  first  portion  of  the  coin 

to  wear.  It  is  now  nearly  impossible  to  complete  a set  from  circulation 
with  clear  dates.

SILVER  DOLLARS 


These  early  dollars  have  long  been  the  “stepchildren  of  numismatics” 
with  prices  remaining  very  low.  Now  with  the  publication  of  Mr.  M. 
H.  Bolender’s  new  reference  book  (available  from  us  at  $10  postpaid), 
the  study  and  collecting  of  these  historical  coins  has  shown  a decided 
increase  with  prices  starting  to  advance.  This  interesting  series  is  very 
much  underalued  but  are  now  beginning  to  rise  to  their  true  values  in 
keeping  with  the  small  supply  available.  We  note  this  particular  col- 
lection starts  with  the  first  “American  Dollars,”  the  “Spanish  Pillar 
Dollars”  (8  reales),  continues  with  the  “Spanish  Milled  Dollars”  (bust 
type  8 reales)  and  includes  the  Continental  Dollar,  the  first  dollar  act- 
ually minted  by  what  is  now  the  United  States.
